Town  Road  Aid  Report 

Town  road  aid  is  for  work  on  Class  5  roads,  which  are  school 
bus  and  mail  routes.  $6,027.54  was  expended  on  this  work  in  1953 
in  Charlestown.  The  town  spent  $786.20,  and  the  State  furnished 
the  balance  of  $5,241.34.  The  work  this  year  was  a  continuation  of 
work  started  on  the  Unity  road,  and  was  under  the  supervision  of 
a  state  highway  engineer  from  the  Keene  office.  Mr.  Kenneth 
Whitney  was  the  state  timekeeper  on  this  job.  Mr.  Whitney's 
report  shows  the  following : 

1.  123  trees,  over  6  in.  in  diameter,  were  cut  down  and  removed. 

2.  7-10  of  a  mile  of  brush  was  cut. 

3.  1800  yards  of  material  were  excavated  to  widen  the  road, 
and  this  was  used  as  fill. 

4.  25  yards  of  ledge  were  dynamited  to  widen  the  road. 

5.  5381  yards  of  gravel  were  used. 

6.  Culverts  were  installed  as  follows:  32  ft.  of  12  in.,  68  ft.  of 
24  in.,  and  50  ft.  of  36  in. 

7.  89  :fence  posts  were  set  and  painted.

Report  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Water  Commission 

For  the  second  time  within  two  years,  the  Water  Depart- 
ment has  lost  one  of  its  major  supporters.  A  man,  who  has 
throughout  his  life  in  Charlestown,  among  other  things,  devoted 
a  great  deal  of  his  personal  time  and  energy  to  the  Water  De- 
partment, Dr.  0.  C.  Young. 

Meeting  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  water  in  the  new 
developments  and  private  buildings,  has  placed  the  Water  De- 
partment in  a  position  of  having  to  ask  for  financial  aid.  A  re- 
view of  our  financial  statement  shown  elsewhere  in  the  Town  Re- 
port will  show  we  have  outstanding  liabilities  on  January  1,  1954 
of  $3,731.96  with  cash  on  hand  of  $1,388.51,  leaving  a  deficit  of 
about  $2,343.45.  We  believe  that  by  curtailing  our  activities  as 
far  as  possible  for  the  next  few  years  that  the  financial  position 
of  the  Water  Department  can  be  brought  into  balance.  In  order 
for  us  to  pay  off  the  outstanding  liabilities  which  must  be  paid,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  us  to  borrow  $2,300.00.  This  we  propose  to 
pay  off  at  the  rate  of  $250.00  a  year,  from  earnings. 

In  anticipation  of  a  greater  demand  on  oixr  water  system  in 
the  near  future,  contact  has  been  made  with  State  Engineers 
who,  at  no  expense  to  the  town,  will  make  surveys  of  our  water 
shed  and  resevoirs  to  determine  the  potential  increase  we  may 
safely  anticipate. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Committee  tentative  ar- 
rangements, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  tovsm,  have  been  made 
to  bring  our  present  records  and  maps  of  the  water  distribution 
system  up  to  date.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE 
FUTURE  IMPROVEMENT  OF  CHARLESTOWN 


During  the  past  year  numerous  meetings  have  been  held  for 
the  discussion  of  items  we  felt  would  be  for  the  betterment  of 
Charlestown. 

The  Selectmen  have  been  most  helpful  in  improving  or  cor- 
recting any  situation  brought  to  their  attention.  One  or  more 
have  attended  practically  all  of  our  meetings.  Many  items  were 
under  discussion  with  emphasis  on  the  following: 

Water  distribution  system 

Sewerage  collection  system 

New  cemetery 

Swimming  pool  and  recreational  area 

General  lighting  of  the  town. 

At  the  final  meeting  held  on  February  11th  it  was  the 
unanimous  decision  of  the  members  that  an  article  be  inserted 
in  the  Town  Warrant  calling  for  the  bringing  up  to  date  such 
maps  as  are  in  existence,  showing  the  water  distribution  system 
and  the  sewerage  collection  system.  Further  to  make  new  surveys 
and  maps  wherever  necessary  that  a  complete  record  will  be  set 
up  for  the  water  and  sewer  systems.  The  said  maps  are  then  to 
be  used  in  establishing  standards  for  new  construction  or  repair 
of  the  old  system. 

We  recommend  that  the  land  purchased  sometime  ago  for  a 
new  cemetery  be  surveyed,  laid  out,  necessary  landscaping  and 
repairing  of  the  fence  be  started  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Se- 
lectmen have  already  cooperated  by  graveling  the  road  to  the 
cemetery.  We  also  recommend  that  if  possible  the  road  from  the 
cemetery  to  the  highv/ay  be  straightened. 

The  Granite  State  Electric  Company  has  replaced  a  number 
of  old  street  light  fixtures  on  the  side  streets  and  have  assured 
us  that  they  will  continue  to  replace  these  lights  wherever  nec- 
essary. 

Considerable  amount  of  discussion  and  thought  has  been 
given  to  the  recreational  needs  of  Charlestown  but  at  the  present 
time  we  have  nothing  to  recommend.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  Members  of  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Charlestown: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools. 

Professional  Staff 

Once  again  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  have  brought  about 
interruptions  in  the  educational  program  of  many  pupils.  The 
adjustment  to  new  personalities  and  teaching  methods  is  diffi- 
cult when  it  occurs  suddenly,  but  it  has  also  proved  beneficial  in 
some  cases. 

Mr.  Page  Riley,  a  graduate  of  New  York  University,  major- 
ing in  mathematics  and  science,  has  had  teaching  experience  in 
science  and  mathematics  at  a  private  school  for  boys  and  at  New 
York  University.  He  was  employed  to  replace  Mr.  Arthur  Kinas. 
Mr.  Riley  has  attended  Keene  Teachers  College  for  additional 
courses  in  Education  which  are  required  for  a  master's  degree. 
He  will  coach  baseball  this  spring. 

Mr.  Harold  Woodward,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers 
College,  was  employed  to  teach  grade  five  at  the  Holden  School. 
He  replaced  Mrs.  Mildred  Montrone.  Mrs.  Beatrice  Buswell  is 
teaching  grade  three  instead  of  grade  five  which  she  has  done 
for  several  years.  Mr.  Woodward  has  initiated  the  publishing  of 
an  elementary  school  newspaper. 

Mr.  Clement  Roy  submitted  his  resignation  in  July  to  accept 
a  position  in  Connecticut.  It  was  extremely  difficult,  especially 
during  the  summer  months,  to  find  a  qualified  person  willing  to 
teach  three  English  courses  in  addition  to  two  foreign  languages. 
Mr.  Paul  LaFerriere  was  finally  secured  in  very  late  August,  but 
he  resigned  in  December.  It  was  impossible  to  find  a  qualified  re- 
placement on  such  a  short  notice  for  the  opening  of  schools  on 
January  4.  However,  Miss  Jane  Chworowsky,  a  graduate  of  New 
York  University  majoring  in  English,  was  employed  to  teach 
English  and  French.  She  has  taken  additional  courses  in  Educa- 
tion at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Although  she  has  had  no 
teaching  experience,  she  has  filled  the  vacancy  capably  and  is 
studying  at  Keene  Teachers  College  the  second  semester  to  ob- 
tain her  teaching  certificate.  She  will  coach  dramatics  and  assist 
in  physical  education. 

Mrs.  Frances  Volz,  a  graduate  of  Queens  College,  was  em- 
ployed on  a  part-time  basis  to  teach  Spanish.  She  is  exceptionally 
well  trained  in  this  language.  Unfortunately,  she  may  not  be  able 
to  continue  until  June  due  to  the  nature  of  her  husband's  position. 
It  is  expected  that  the  students  will  have  completed  first  year 
Spanish  requirements  prior  to  her  departure. 
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Due  to  a  request  to  continue  Latin  as  part  of  the  lan^age 
curriculum,  it  was  necessary  to  employ  an  additional  part-time 
teacher.  Mrs.  Vera  Willard,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Ver- 
mont and  a  former  English  and  language  teacher,  consented  to 
accept  this  responsibility.  She  has  carried  out  her  teaching  as- 
signment very  thoroughly.  We  are,  however,  faced  with  the  de- 
cision of  continuing  to  offer  three  foreign  languages  or  reducing 
the  offerings.  It  is  difficult  to  justify  financially  the  inclusion  of 
three  foreign  langauges  in  a  small  high  school. 

Mr.  Frank  Weaver,  who  was  teaching  half-time  last  year,  is 
now  teaching  full-time.  He  continued  most  successfully  as  coach 
of  girls'  basketball  and  assumed  part  of  the  responsibility  of 
publishing  the  school  newspaper.  His  long  experience,  working 
•wdth  people  in  the  field  of  personal  and  community  relations,  has 
done  much  to  help  many  pupils  solve  the  problem  of  adjustment 
at  the  junior  high  level.  Both  Mr.  Weaver  and  Miss  Dorothy 
Sayce  continued  their  professional  training  at  Keene  Teachers 
College  during  the  summer  months.  Miss  Sayce  has  also  found 
time  to  take  extension  courses  during  the  school  year.  Expansion 
of  the  physical  education  program  in  both  the  junior  and  senior 
high  school  and  the  inclusion  of  dramatics  for  junior  high  are 
further  evidence  of  the  capabilities  and  willingness  of  both  Miss 
Sayce  and  Mr.  Weaver  to  help  boys  and  girls  prepare  more  fully 
for  life. 

Mr.  Charles  Morgan  has  developed  a  great  deal  of  interest 
in  the  Hunter  Safety  Program.  He  is  largely  responsible  for  the 
acquisition  of  a  firing-range  through  the  cooperation  and  gener- 
osity of  Mr.  Orborne  Stevens.  Mr.  Morgan  has  found  it  neces- 
sary to  schedule  firing  practice  evenings  and  week-ends  to  en- 
able boys  and  girls  to  participate  in  many  other  activities.  Na- 
tionally known  representatives  of  firearms  manufacturing  com- 
panies, State  Department  of  Education  personnel  and  magazine 
publishing  concerns  are  cooperating  in  this  newest  adventure  in 
education. 

The  Howe  Motor  Company,  of  Claremont,  made  a  dual-con- 
trol car  available  for  giving  behind-the-wheel  instruction  in 
Driver  Education.  Mr.  Carl  Burnap,  the  instructor,  has  carried 
out  this  program  for  a  large  number  of  students  and  has  also 
been  available  for  adult  instruction.  This  is  another  rapidly 
growing  addition  to  modern  educational  offerings  in  response  to 
an  effort  to  prevent  automobile  accidents  through  better  train- 
ing of  operators.  This  course  has  even  included  experience  in  an 
accident — though  not  intentionally! 

Plans  are  also  formulated  to  employ  Mrs.  Harold  Wetherell 
as  a  full-time  art  instructor. 
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In  writing  this  report,  I  do  not  wish  to  leave  the  impression 
that  the  other  members  of  the  professional  staff  are  not  carying 
out  their  assignments  as  fully  and  efficiently  as  those  already 
named. 

Mr.  Herbert  again  has  coached  the  boys'  basketball  teams  to 
play  intelligently  and  to  be  good  sports.  Mrs.  Hause  organized 
and  supervises  the  cheerleaders.  M'ss  Bonner  assists  with  the 
publication  of  the  "Chatterbox"  and  does  the  bookkeeping  of 
school  accounts.  Mr.  Miner  and  Mr.  Robbins  have  been  employed 
for  more  days  per  week  than  formerly  to  increase  the  emphasis 
on  music  in  the  elementary  grades.  This  has  resulted  in  expan- 
sion of  the  elementary  school  orchestra  and  band.  Mr.  Robbins 
has  been  selected  to  organize  and  plan  the  program  for  the  All- 
State  chorus  at  the  Annual  Music  Festival.  Students  under  the 
supervision  and  instruction  of  Mr.  Miner  have  been  invited  to 
play  with  State  and  New  England  musical  organizations.  Mr. 
Streeter  has  had  the  most  difficult  position — that  of  administer- 
ing the  junior-senior  high  program,  organizing  the  staff,  schedul- 
ing the  classes  and  activities,  supervising  the  hot  lunch  program, 
student  council  adviser,  guidance  program  and  many  other  de- 
tails too  numerous  to  mention  here. 

Mrs.  Tessie  Woods  has  managed  the  hot  lunch  preparation 
efficiently  -with,  the  help  of  Mrs.  Stone  and  Mrs.  Spaulding. 

May  I  re-emphasize  the  extreme  importance  of  good  train- 
ing in  the  elementary  grades.  We  are  indeed  most  fortunate  to 
have  very  competent  teachers  with  many  years'  experience.  The 
demand  for  such  teachers  has  never  been  greater  than  at  present. 
Nationally  there  is  a  shortage  of  thousands  of  qualified  teachers. 
In  this  state,  it  is  estimated  that  we  will  need  over  six  hundred 
additional  or  replacement  teachers  for  1954-55.  This  demand  will 
not  be  met  by  those  teachers  in  training  at  New  Hampshire  col- 
leges. The  number  graduating  this  year  is  about  270. 

The  budget  reflects  the  need  to  offer  good  salaries  to  obtain 
and  keep  good  teachers.  Some  of  the  present  staff  have  already 
accepted  po:ritions  in  other  states  at  salaries  much  higher  than 
they  are  now  receiving. 

Dr.  Young  has  stated  that  two  students,  who  will  graduate 
from  Keene  Teachers  College  this  year,  have  accepted  positions 
in  Connecticut  as  beginners  at  a  salary  of  $3000.  This  is  miire 
than  the  majority  of  our  present  elementary  teachers  receive. 

Due  to  an  increase  in  total  enrollment,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  employ  an  additional  teacher  for  1954-55. 

It  is  impossible  to  adequately  describe  the  services  rendered 
by  the  union  clerk,  Mrs.  Bradish,  and  the  school  nurse.     Miss 
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Florence  Maclver,  a  graduate  of  the  Chicago  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pitl,  replaced  Mrs.  Ida  Douscwicz  who  resigned  during  the  sum- 
mer to  follow  her  husband  on  military  assignment.  Miss  Maclver 
has  become  a  real  friend  of  the  nearly  twelve  hundred  boys  and 
girls  whom  she  visits  and  inspects  to  prevent  the  spread  of  dis- 
ease, as  well  as  to  detect  symptoms  of  physical  difficulties  which 
may  interfere  with  the  learning  progress.  Her  prompt  attention 
to  duty  has  helped  prevent  the  spread  of  several  minor  epidemics 
this  year. 

Buildings 

From  the  census  report,  the  pupil  enrollment  by  grades  in- 
dicates that  after  1954-55,  the  smallest  class  will  be  approxi- 
mately thirty  and  that  the  incoming  classes  will  average  fifty  to 
sixty. 

We  must  give  serious  attention  now  to  the  housing  problem 
that  will  confront  us  in  the  next  few  years.  I  would  recommend 
that  a  committee  be  appo:'nted  to  work  with  the  school  board  in 
studying  the  needs  and  the  present  school  housing.  Preparation 
of  information  for  presentation  to  the  voters  should  be  accom- 
plished before  a  real  emergency  arises.  It  has  been  necessary  to 
transport  additional  pupils  from  North  Charlestown  this  year  to 
alleviate  over-crowding  at  the  Farwell  School. 
High  School 

During  the  summer,  the  high  school  corridors,  principal's 
office,  one  classroom  and  the  iron  railings  at  the  entrances  were 
painted.  A  wash-bowl  was  installed  in  the  nurse's  room.  A  plat- 
form was  built  out  of  lumber  from  the  old  bandstand  to  provide 
for  summer  band  concerts  at  the  rear  of  the  gymnasium.  Music 
cupboards,  instrument  and  uniform  racks,  and  additional  elec- 
trical outlets  were  installed  in  the  music  room.  Wooden  steps 
were  installed  leading  from  the  shop  area  to  the  south  side  en- 
trance. The  gymnasium  floor  was  refinished  and  lines  repainted. 
The  windows  in  the  building  were  washed  and  floors  cleaned  and 
waxed.  A  fence  was  erected  between  the  school  district  property 
and  that  of  the  abutters.  Basketball  backboards  were  erected  on 
the  playground  area. 

Holden  School 

The  basement  floors  were  given  a  coat  of  colored  seal.  The 
stair-wells  were  painted.  The  platform  was  removed  from  the  old 
auditorium-room  to  allow  better  use  as  a  classroom.  The  walls 
of  the  same  room  were  painted.  All  floors  were  sealed  and  waxed 
and  windows  washed.  Some  desk-tops  were  refinished. 
Stucco  School 

Except  for  sealing  and  waxing  the  floors  and  painting  the 
porch  floor  and  steps,  it  was  necessary  to  do  very  little  to  this 
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building.    Playground   equipment  was   repaired,   the  boiler  and 
stack  cleaned  a,nd  the  roof  checked. 

Farwell  School 
Basement  floors  were  painted  and  the  classroom  floors  sealed 
and  waxed.  A  few  desk-tops  were  refinished. 

Needs 

Continued  improvement  of  physical  plants,  equipment  and 
play  areas  should  be  major  goals.  To  affect  accomplishment,  I 
recommend  the  following: 

1.  Appointment  of  committees  to  study  housing  needs,  ac- 
quisition of  land  for  playgrounds — especially  a  baseball  field, 
renovation  of  existing  buildings. 

2.  Additional  backboards  in  the  gymnasium. 

3.  Expansion  of  the  sectional  bandstand  to  accommodate 
more  musicians. 

4.  Completion  of  resurfacing  of  the  playground  area  at  the 
high  school  and  Holden  school. 

5.  Installation  of  a  sound-proof  ceiling  in  the  music-room 
at  the  high  school. 

6.  Exchange  of  the  district-owned  bus  for  a  larger  and 
newer  one. 

7.  A  larger  freezer  for  the  cafeteria. 

8.  Additional  shop  equipment  such  as  a  surface  planer, 
jointer,  router,  wood  lathe  and  auto  mechanic  tools. 

9.  Installation  of  sound  system  equipment  at  the  high 
school. 

10.  Installation  of  additional  lockers  for  the  physical  educa- 
tion program. 

11.  Installation  of  drip  slabs  and  more  asphalt  walks  at  the 
high  school. 

In  this  supervisory  union,  there  is  a  school  building  program 
under  way  in  Cornish  for  completion  in  August.  Goshen  and 
Lempster  are  working  on  plans  for  a  new  cooperative  district 
and  consolidated  school.  Unity  is  presenting  a  building  proposal 
to  its  voters  in  March  which  would  consolidate  its  present  schools 
and  provide  for  pupils  now  educated  in  the  Claremont  system. 

Croydon,  which  will  become  a  part  of  the  Newport  Super- 
visory Union  on  July  1,  is  likewise  acquainting  its  citizens  with 
the  school  housing  situation. 

These  building  programs  usurp  many  hours  of  the  superin- 
tendent's time.  Your  patience  and  understanding  is  appreciated 
not  only  by  me,  but  by  the  citizens  of  the  neighboring  towns.  If 
these  consolidations  are  affected,  it  will  make  it  possible  for  a 
superintendent  of  this  union  to  more  fully  discharge  his  primary 
duty — i.  e.  improvement  of  the  education  of  boys  and  girls. 
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I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  professional  staff  for 
their  willingness  to  assume  many  responsibilities.  Your  continued 
efforts  to  improve  your  teaching  and  your  willingness  to  further 
your  education  through  workshops,  summer  school  and  extension 
courses,  is  to  be  commended.  I  would  especially  commend  Mr. 
Streeter  and  Mr.  Gould  for  their  administration  of  the  elemen- 
tary and  secondary  schools. 

The  assistance  and  support  of  the  members  of  the  school 
board  in  determining  program,  policy  and  approval  of  staff  se- 
lection is  sincerely  appreciated.  The  cooperation  and  understand- 
ing of  all  citizens  is  needed  to  help  our  children.

HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

Charlestown  graduated  its  largest  class  last  year  with 
thirty-six  members.  A  breakdown  of  the  class  shows  the  follow- 
ing percentages  engaged  in  various  activities:  college  and  ad- 
vanced schooling,  30%;  home-making,  8%;  industry,  14%;  cleri- 
cal and  office  work,  40%;  armed  services,  8%. 

Two  of  the  graduates  won  General  Electric  scholarships  in 
competitive  exaininations  with  students  from  all  over  the  eastern 
United  States. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  curricula  Driver  Training,  Spanish 
and  Art  are  being  offered  this  year.  Many  more  students  have 
signed  up  for  Driver  Training  than  can  be  accommodated.  One 
group  will  complete  the  course  by  February  1  and  another  will 
start.  Preference  has  been  given  to  juniors  and  seniors  and,  by 
the  end  of  the  school  year,  approximately  thirty  students  will 
have  completed  the  course. 

Art  has  been  enthusiastically  received  this  year,  although 
many  years  of  consistent  teaching  through  the  grades  will  be 
necessary  before  the  real  benefit  of  the  program  can  be  realized. 
It  is  hoped  that  more  time  may  be  available  in  the  high  school  by 
another  year. 

New  report  cards  were  adopted  this  year  as  a  result  of  ef- 
forts by  parents  and  teachers  to  develop  a  card  which  would  give 
greater  satisfaction  to  more  parents.  A  survey  was  made  of  all 
the  marking  systems  in  the  State  and  this  information  made 
available  for  the  study.  Cards  are  now  issued  six  times  a  year 
and  special  reports  are  sent  home  at  the  end  of  the  third  week 
in  the  interim. 
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The  Hunter  Safety  program,  the  object  of  which  is  to  de- 
velop correct  skills  in  the  use  of  firearms,  has  had  excellent  re- 
sponse from  both  boys  and  girls.  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  is 
one  of  the  first  to  start  such  a  program,  and  our  school  is  one  of 
the  first  to  offer  it.  We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  a  very  well 
qualified  and  interested  teacher  to  promote  it. 

Our  publications,  the  Chatterbox  and  the  Blue  and  Gold, 
have  made  great  strides  in  making  more  interesting  and  worth- 
while productions  this  past  year. 

One  of  the  Student  Council  projects  for  this  year  is  the  in- 
stallation of  a  sound  system  for  the  auditorium  which,  in  future 
years,  may  become  a  part  of  a  communication  system  for  the  en- 
tire building. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  teachers, 
cafeteria  staff,  custodian,  office  workers,  student  council  and 
monitors  for  their  constant  cooperation  and  interest  in  making 
our  school  run  efficiently. 

To  Superintendent  Meacham  and  the  school  board,  I  wish  to 
express  my  appreciation  for  their  continued  support  and  guid- 
ance.

HOLDEN  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

In  order  for  children  to  learn,  they  must  live  in  relatively 
happy  surroundings.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  punish  a  child  into 
learning  or  to  shame  him  into  doing  his  best.  No  school  operates 
without  punishment;  however,  it  must  be  used  with  care  and  an 
eye  to  the  results  that  it  might  produce.  A  well  planned  program 
which  keeps  the  pupils  busy  in  work  that  is  capable  of  challeng- 
ing them,  usually  will  accomplish  more  desired  results.  It  is  in 
this  light  that  the  teachers  of  Holden  School  have  presented  all 
subjects  to  their  respective  classes. 

We  are  convinced  that  there  is  a  need  to  enlarge  and  organ- 
ize activities  on  the  playground  through  a  physical  education 
program  .  Children  love  to  play  games  and  they  will  do  so 
every  opportunity  they  have.  When  they  are  playing  games,  they 
are  not  tearing  each  other's  clothing,  knocking  each  other  down, 
or  fighting  with  each  other.  Information  has  been  collected  and  I 
am  working  on  a  program  to  help  children  organize  themselves 
into  small  groups  so  that  many  games  may  be  played  on  the 
Common  at  one  time. 
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Mr.  Harold  Woodward,  of  Claremont,  N.  H.,  joined  us  last 
fall  to  teach  the  fifth  grade.  To  enlarge  our  art  program,  Mrs. 
Harold  Wetherell  became  a  part-time  member  of  our  staff. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Mothers'  Club  and  the  Charlestown  Ro- 
tary for  helping  us  sponsor  Mr.  Henry  Neugebauer  who  gave  us 
an  illustrated  lecture  on  Peru  last  spring.  The  Mothers'  Club 
supplied  us  with  enough  material  to  have  curtains  made  for  the 
library.  Mrs.  Thelma  Hause  and  the  Home  Economics  Depart- 
ment of  the  high  school  did  a  fine  job  in  making  the  curtains 
which  enables  us  to  darken  that  room  for  motion  pictures.  I  wish 
to  thank  the  Unitarian  Couples  Club  for  entertaining  the  sixth 
grade  with  a  square  dance  social  each  spring. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  staff  of  Holden  School  for  their  co- 
operation. I  am  particularly  indebted  to  the  teachers  for  con- 
stantly maintaining  an  atmosphere  of  cheerfulness,  tolerance 
and  understanding.  Leadership  and  support  from  Mr.  Ralph 
Meacham  and  the  school  board  members  are  deeply  appreciated.

SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

Good  health  has  been  defined  as  "a  state  of  complete  physi- 
cal, mental  and  social  well-being  and  the  foundat"on  of  joyous, 
zestful  living."  This  is  the  goal  for  which  we  are  striving  in  our 
school  health  program. 

Our  school  health  program  is  carried  out  through  the  coop- 
eration of  the  state,  the  local  administrative  staff  of  the  schools, 
the  teaching  personnel,  the  parents,  the  pupils  and  the  school 
nurse. 

Our  first  concern  is  for  the  physical  well-being  of  our  chil- 
dren. The  child  who  has  some  physical  defect,  no  matter  how 
minor,  and  is  not  given  the  benefit  of  needed  medical  care,  cei'- 
tainly  cannot  be  the  happy  child  we  would  like  him  to  be. 
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Routine  inspections  which  are  conducted  in  every  school  by 
your  school  nurse  serve  as  a  screening.  These  inspections  consist 
of  heights,  weights,  general  condition,  appearance,  vision  and 
hearing  tests.  If  any  defect  is  observed,  a  notice  is  sent  home 
to  the  parents  of  the  child.  These  notices  in  no  way  serve  a  dia- 
gnostic purpose.  Your  school  nurse  i-eports  symptoms  only.  A 
reply  to  the  notice,  by  the  parents,  is  most  desirable.  If  no  reply 
is  made,  or  if  the  parents  request  the  nurse''s  assistance,  she  in 
turn  makes  a  home  visit  to  determine  how  she  may  best  assist 
the  parents  in  obtaining  care  for  the  child. 

Many  organization  —  federal,  state,  and  local  service  organ- 
izations— stand  ready  to  help  in  providing  the  necessary  care  for 
our  ch-ldren.  If  financial  assistance  is  needed  for  eye  care,  serv- 
ice organizations  such  as  the  Rotary  and  Lions  Club  are  very 
generous  and  helpful.  The  Sight  Conservation  Program,  which  is 
sponsored  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  is  also 
available.  Our  same  service  organizations  are  also  very  inter- 
ested in  our  hearing  difficulties.  There  again,  state  assistance  is 
available  through  the  Crippled  Children's  Services.  If  the  loss 
of  hearing  is  due  to  a  congenital  abnormality  which  may  be  cor- 
rected. Crippled  Children's  Services  will  authorize  treatment. 
Funds  for  hearing  aids  are  not  available  through  this  service.  We 
are  dependent  upon  the  N.  H.  Hearing  Society,  welfare  agencies 
and  service  organizations  for  assistance  in  the  purchase  of  hear- 
ing aids. 

In  the  case  of  the  retarded  child  or  the  child  who  has  great 
difficulty  in  adjusting  himself  to  school  and  his  environment,  the 
Child  Guidance  Clinic,  under  Dr.  Philbrick,  is  available  as  a  dia- 
gnostic clinic.

State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of 
Charlestown  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  dis- 
trict on  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  1954,  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year, 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  fix  the  compensation  •  of  any  other  oflBcers  or  agent 
of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  district 
officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations 
of  the  district  and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  ap- 
propriation of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
state  equalizat^'on  fund,  together  with  other  income;  the  school 
board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  esti- 
mated revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to 
appropriate  receipts  from  federal  lunch  reimbursements,  tuition, 
gifts  and  any  other  receipts  from  miscellaneous  sources,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  original  appropriation  for  1954-55,  for  the  lunch  pro- 
gram, general  expenses,  equipment  and  improvements. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  surfacing  the  playground  area  at  the 
rear  of  the  high  school  building. 

11.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 

a  sum  of  money  as  a  contingency  fund  to  provide  for  unantici- 
pated expenses  for  the  school  year  1954-55. 

12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 
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
